Focusing on 
developing community and corporate 
partnerships, the Center works closely 
with local business leaders to provide 
professional instruction that upgrades 
the skills needed in today’s workplace.

The West Alabama Center for 
Workforce Development’s purpose is 
to provide quality employment and 
training services for employers and 
job seekers at all levels. The Center 
provides a single access point for job 
seekers and employers functioning as 
a clearinghouse for workforce devel¬ 
opment information, coordination of 
industry specific training programs, 
and job placement assistance. A 
major program that the center is in 
the process of developing is a com¬ 
petency based program to provide 
basic skills to entry level workers. 

This is just one of Shelton State’s ini¬ 
tiatives to meet the growing needs of 
the workforce and industry in West 
Alabama. 

■ WORKKEYS* 

Shelton State uses ACT 
WorkKeys , a comprehensive work¬ 
force development program that 
helps students develop better work- 
place skills. WorkKeys measures 
skills needed in order to be success¬ 
ful at work, such as Reading for 
Information, Applied Mathematics, 
and Locating Information. 

These skills apply to professions 
and occupations at all levels. Through 
the use of WorkKeys skills assess¬ 
ment and targeted instruction, 

Shelton State students can be 
assured that they are prepared for 
success in the workplace. 
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■ GRANTS 

Grants do not have to be 
repaid. Grants are awarded on the 
basis of financial need. Free 
Application for Federal Student Aid 
(FAFSA) forms may be obtained 
through high school counselors, the 
Shelton State Counseling Center or 
Financial Aid department, or online 
at www.fafsa.ed.gov. 

Federal Pell Grants are avail¬ 
able to eligible students. Eligibility is 
based on a Congressional formula 
and is determined by the federal 
processor. Award amounts are pro¬ 
rated based on the number of hours 
for which the student is enrolled. 
Only undergraduate students who 
have not previously received a 
bachelor’s degree are eligible. 

Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 
Grants (FSEOG) are available to 
students pursuing a first bache¬ 
lor’s degree who show exception¬ 
al financial need. (Due to limited 
FSEOG funds, students with 
completed application files by 
March 15th will be given priority 
in consideration.) 



Shelton State offers competi¬ 
tive scholarships to qualified stu¬ 


dents, both current high school 
seniors as well as currently 
enrolled Shelton State students.

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Shelton State is an open 
admissions college; so all stu¬ 
dents with a high school diploma 
or GED are eligible for admission.

TUITION

possible. To be assigned a

Students are not required to 
have an ACT or SAT score for 
admission.
